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Hearings Scheduled On Angola Role

President Ford and secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger conferred Tuesday on the Angolan situa- 
tion, and at the same time a congressional panel an- 
nounced public hearings on U.S. involvement in the 
African nation. 


The White House gave no details on the Ford- 


Kissinger conference. 


Kissinger had met Monday evening with Soviet 


Ambassador Anatoly F. Dobrynin to discuss the 
civil war in Angola. When asked about that 
meeting, White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
replied: "I wouldn't want to make any further in- 
dication of progress." 


"I don't think there's been any additional change 


in the outlook," Nessen said. 


Nessen also said he thought Ford "was voicing a 


general optimism and hope" when he expressed 
the view Monday that the Soviets will not continue 
to send money and equipment to the Soviet-backed 
faction in Angola, the Popular Movement (MPLA). 


At the Capitol, Sen. Dick Clark, D-Iowa, chair- 


man of the Senate Foreign Relations subcommittee 
on African affairs, said hearings will begin Jan. 19 
on U.S. operations in the Angolan civil war. 


Clark urged that the United States end its in- 


tervention and demand that other countries get 
out. 


Moscow Rebuffs U.S. Attacks 


Moscow — The Soviet government newspaper 


Izvestia issued a toughly worded rejection Tuesday 
of the recent attacks on its Angola involvement by 
President Ford and Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. 


The statement, in a front-page editorial, was 


regarded here as a negative response to hopes 
expressed in Washington that Moscow might 
mitigate its military support for the Luanda 
government, one of three factions fighting for con- 
trol of the former Portuguese colony. 


Clark said he fully expects the Organization of 


African Unity meeting later this week to urge 
withdrawal of all foreign forces from Angola and 
the formation of a coalition government there. 


He said it would be wise for South Africa to 


withdraw before the OAU meeting beginning 
Thursday in Addis Ababa, but added that to his 
knowledge the United States has never asked either 
South Africa or Zaire to leave Angola. 


A spokesman at the Pentagon said no U.S. 


defense installations have been used to train 
mercenaries for Angola and there are no defense 
contracts with private firms to train such 
mercenaries. 


The spokesman also said the United States has 


not authorized any transfer of U.S.-supphed 


weapons by third countries to anti-Soviet factions 
in Angola. 


Both White House and Pentagon spokesmen 


denied a report by Sen. John Tunney, D-Calif., that 
American pilots have been flying arms to Angola in 
C130 Hercules cargo planes. Tunney told a news 
conference in Sacramento, Calif., that his source 
was an American eyewitness who was in Angola 
and said the C130s were making four or five flights 
daily from Zaire to Angola. 


In Africa, South African defense headquarters in 


Pretoria announced that six military men had been 
killed in the fighting area along the Angolan 
border.

Reporters Refuse 
Judge's Requests

Hugh Stuart continued to have 
his ins and outs with the news 
media Tuesday. And once again, 
the newsmen were out. 


This time all 10 reporters here 


to cover the trial of accused 
mass murderer Erwin Charles 
Simants refused to enter the Lin- 
coln County District Courtroom 
under conditions imposed by the 
judge. So the second day of jury 
selection went on before only a 
half dozen or so spectators. 


The same bizarre case had 


prompted Stuart's invoking of a 
press gag order last October 
which is now on appeal before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Then 
Monday he closed the jury selec- 
tion procedures to the press and 
public, reversing that order at 
the start of proceedings 
Tuesday. 


The judge 
summoned 


reporters to his chambers in two 
groups, explaining three "areas 
of sensitivity" on which he 
requested no coverage. These in- 
cluded (1) any confession which 
may or may not have been made, 
(2) the names and addresses of 
prospective jurors, and (3) jurors 
expressed opinions as to the 
defendant's guilty or innocence. 


Several media representatives 


said voluntary Bar-Press 
Guidelines would preclude their 
writing on those topics 
regardless. But they told Stuart 
they objected "in principle'' and 
that they should be permitted to 
make their own decisions. 


"I feel this is tantamount to 


asking us for an agreement, 
calling for a response by 
silence." said John P. MacKen- 
zie. Washington Post reporter 
whose regular beat is the U.S. 
Supreme Court. "Our concern is 
that we make the judgement 
ourselves. 


Mike Gleason of NETV. in 


Omaha, said he found "no 
problem with the Bar-Press 
Guidelines, but they are volun- 
tary and shouldn't have the force 
of law." 


Also asking that their names 


be stricken from a list of cour- 
troom eligibles were represen- 
tatives of The Lincoln Star.

Reminded that he was permit- 


ting the public to attend without 
restriction, Stuart replied that 
his concern was about news ac- 
counts which might reach 
prospective jurors. The jury is to 
be sequestered once it has been 
selected. 


"I don't fear the public as a 


practical matter," the judge 
explained. "They're not going to 
reach 130 prospective jurors." 


The difference in posture 


centers basically on Stuart's con- 
tention that jury selection is not 
part of the actual trial and that 
he has the authority to close or 
restrict its proceedings. The 
press and their legal counsel in- 
sist the trial is already under way 
-and that Stuart's closing order 
was unprecedented at least in 
Nebraska. 


•'If we judges can't plan on 


your using some discretion, then 
we just close the hearings," said 
Stuart in setting forth his con- 
ditions for attendance. He 
emphasized that no reporters 
would be admitted unless they 
had the restrictions explained to 
them and they assented. 


While insisting that admit- 


tance called for neither "agree- 
ment nor contract," Stuart also 
acknowledged that "there are 
some strings attached." 


Describing the informal 


meeting as "coffee cup 
sessions," the judge expressed 
strong feelings that they should 
not be reported. However, it 
appeared none of the media 
representatives would abide by 
his request. 


Reporting the meetings, the 


judge warned, would set a prece- 
dent and "you're going to wind 
up with closed courts and I think 
that's wrong. You can't destroy 
fair trial with your right of free 
press." 


As for the jury selection itself, 


it appeared this might continue 
into a fourth day Thursday. As of 
Tuesday night. 46 persons had 
been interrogated and 19 were 
found acceptable for seating on a 
34-member panel. 


The final 12 will be chosen 


from that panel. The defense 
will be permitted to challenge 12 
persons, the state 10.

Wind Chill Plunges 
To -60° At Norfolk

Frigid weather, accompanied by 


northerly winds and light snow, moved 
into Nebraska Tuesday on the heels of an 
arctic cold front sweeping across the 
state. 


Temperatures dropped to below zero 


readings by late Tuesday with the wind 
chill index plunging as low as -60 degrees. 


By 8 p.m. Lincoln's wind chill index 


was -50 with the actual temperature 
reading at zero. Winds were from the 
north at 23 miles per hour, gusting up to 
33 m.p.h. 


An hour later the Lincoln temperature 


was -1. but due to a decrease in wind 
velocity toe wind chill was somewhat im- 
proved at -46. 


Norfolk s wind chill dropped as low as 


-60 Tuesday night when the thermometer 
fell to -10 with winds at 27 m.p.h.

Rand Daily Mail, reported that the MPLA had cap- 
tured Carmona, in northern Angola, from the 
National Front (FNLA). Also known as Uige, Car- 
mona was FNLA headquarters.

port of the Moscow-backed group in Angola.

1976 Legislature to decide 
whether SeTech should become 
the new owner of the defunct 
Beatrice campus. 


Board members endorsed a 


proposal by SeTech Area Presi- 
dent Robert S. Eicher, based on 
assumptions that Fairbury will 
continue to offer college-transfer 
(academic) programs through 
the 1976-77 school year, and on 
Pershing acquisition. 


Only the practical nursing 


program would be transferred to 
Beatrice, which would be 
operated as a satellite campus — 
extending programs already 
offered at the SeTech Fairbury, 
Lincoln and Milford campuses 
— with six staff members but no 
new administrative layer. 


Only One Building 


SeTech-Pershing would initial- 


ly offer three more programs, 
building 
construction, 


agribusiness and secretarial- 
clerical. Only the Pershing 
classroom building would be 
used. Student housing and food 
service aren't planned at first. 


Campus acquisition costs still 


stand at $38.500 as of last Dec. 1. 
Dr. Eicher said. He estimated 
the Beatrice operational budget 
for 1976-77 at 8326.354. But he 
explained Fairbury's $81.000 for 
practical nursing have already 
been budgeted, and other 
related income is projected at 
$46.780. 


Thus. Eicher indicated, new 


funds needed for Pershing 
operations would total about 
$198.575. including the $71.470 
initial cost projected for needed 
equipment as largely a one-time 
expenditure. 


Enrollment Of 119

Pershing opening enrollment 
would be 110 — 40 in practical 
nursing. 20 each in building con- 
struction and agribusiness and 30 
in secretarial-clerical. 


First-year costs would repre- 


sent ?L980 per full-time 
equivalent student, Eicher said, 
emphasizing that's comparable 
to current costs at Milford and 
Lincoln. Second-year outlay 
would decline to SI,707 each, un- 
dercutting the average despite 
salary and other increases and 
aided" by higher enrollment.

The difference in posture 
centers basically on Stuart's con­ 
tention that jury selection is not 
part of the actual trial and that 
he has the authority to close or 
restrict its proceedings. The 
press and their legal counsel in­ 
sist the trial is already under way 
and that Stuart's closing order 
was unprecedented at least in 
Nebraska 
“ If we judges can’t plan on 
your using some discretion, then 
we just close the hearings,” said 
Stuart in setting forth his con­ 
ditions for attendance. He 
emphasized that no reporters 
would be admitted unless they 
had the restrictions explained to 
them and they assented. 
While insisting that admit­ 
tance called for neither “agree­ 
ment nor contract,” Stuart also 
acknowledged that “there are 
some strings attached.” 
Describing the informal 
meeting as “ coffee cup 
sessions,” the judge expressed 
strong feelings that they should 
not be reported. However, it 
appeared none of the media 
representatives would abide by 
his request. 
Reporting the meetings, the 
judge warned, would set a prece­ 
dent and “ you re going to wind 
up with closed courts and I think 
that's wrong You can't destroy 
fair trial with your right of free 
press.” 
As for the jury' selection itself, 
it appeared this might continue 
into a fourth day Thursday. As of 
Tuesday night, 46 persons had 
been interrogated and 19 were 
found acceptable for seating on a 
34-member panel. 
The final 12 will be chosen 
from that panel. The defense 
will be permitted to challenge 12 
persons, the state 10.

Frigid weather, accompanied by 
northerly winds and light snow, moved 
into Nebraska Tuesday on the heels of an 
arctic cold front sweeping across the 
state. 
Temperatures dropped to below zero 
readings by late Tuesday with the wind 
chill index plunging as low as -60 degrees 
By 8 p.m. Lincoln’s wind chill index 
was -50 with the actual temperature 
reading at zero. Winds were from the 
north at 25 miles per hour, gusting up to 
33 m.p h. 
An hour later the Lincoln temperature 
was -1, but due to a decrease in wind 
velocity the wind chill was somewhat im­ 
proved at 46 
Norfolk's wind chill dropped as low as 
-60 Tuesday night when the thermometer 
fell to -10 with winds at 27 m.p h. 
During the day, winds gusted as high as 
57 m.p h. in the Hastings area 
Temperatures in western Nebraska 
were cold late Tuesday, down to -11 at 
Chadron, but winds were light. 
Although snowfall in central and 
eastern portions of the state was light, 
brisk winds gusting as high as 45 m.p h at 
Norfolk caused considerable drifting and 
blowing of snow already on the ground. 
Extremely poor visibility due to 
blowing snow hampered travel in 
northwest and central areas Tuesday. 
Highway 92 was closed between Arnold 
and Merna while Highway 11 north of

The Soviet news agency Tass reported Tuesday 
that South African forces had suffered “heavy 
losses" near several Angolan towns and that a large 
contingent of “regular shock troops” had been sent 
in to reinforce them. 


French opposition was reported Tuesday to be 
preventing a combined campaign by the mne- 
nation European Common Market for the end of 
foreign military intervention in the former Por­ 
tuguese colony. Word of the split came from West 
German officials as the Bonn government an­ 
nounced it had appealed to a dozen African nations 
to argue for the end of foreign intervention and es­ 
tablishment of a coalition government when the 
OAU meets Thursday. 
The West German appeal parallels similar but 
separate appeals for peace in Angola from 
Washington and London and was received positive­ 
ly bv African governments, the Bonn sources said. 
U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim also an­ 
nounced Tuesday that “any foreig intervention in 
Angola should be stopped." A spokesman said that 
meant everything — troops, mercenaries, arms and 
money. 


Tass, monitored in Moscow, said the “national 
army of the People’s Republic of Angola” had 
launched an offensive on nearly all fronts. It said 
South African troops had suffered “heavy losses 
near the Angolan towns of Kibala and Santa Com- 
ba,” and that the South African and U.S.-backed 
factions had abandoned numerous towns. 


Both Tass and a South African newspaper, the 
Rand Daily Mail, reported that the MPLA had cap­ 
tured Carmona, in northern Angola, from the 
National Front (FNLA). Also known as Uige, Car­ 
mona was FNLA headquarters. 


In other Angolan developments: 
— The Soviet Union sharply denied the charge of 
a British political leader that it had paid a $50 
million bribe to a West African leader for his sup­ 
port of the Moscow-backed group in Angola. 


— Newspapers in Nigeria reported that 5,000 
Nigerian youths have volunteered to fight alongside 
forces of the Soviet-backed faction in Angola. The 
youths belong to the Patriotic Front for Afnca, 
which was described as a revolutionary organiza­ 
tion opposed to all forms of neo-colonialism and 
imperialism in Africa.

Certifying the continued life of 
the Fairbury campus, the 
Southeast Nebraska Technical 
Community College (SeTech) 
Area Board Tuesday also agreed 
to take the deed to Pershing 
College, if it’s offered, and 
operate vocational programs 
there. 
By a unanimous vote, the 
board simultaneously rescinded 
its Sept. 23 resolution which 
would have closed down its Fair­ 
bury campus, had SeTech 
acquired Pershing from the 
University of Nebraska Founda­ 
tion through the NU Regents. 
That deed route is required by 
law, and regents have asked the 
1976 Legislature to decide 
whether SeTech should become 
the new owiier of the defunct 
Beatrice campus. 
Board members endorsed a 
proposal by SeTech Area Presi­ 
dent Robert S. Eicher, based on 
assumptions that Fairbury will 
continue to offer college-transfer 
(academic) programs through 
the 1976-77 school year, and on 
Pershing acquisition. 
Only the practical nursing 
program would be transferred to 
Beatrice, which would be 
operated as a satellite campus — 
extending programs already 
offered at the SeTech Fairbury, 
Lincoln and Milford campuses 
— with six staff members but no 
new administrative layer. 
Only One Building 
SeTech-Pershing would initial­ 
ly offer three more programs, 
building 
construction, 
agribusiness and secretarial- 
clerical. Only the Pershing 
classroom building would be 
used. Student housing and food 
service aren’t planned at first. 
Campus acquisition costs still 
stand at $38,500 as of last Dec. 1, 
Dr. Eicher said. He estimated 
the Beatrice operational budget 
for 1976-77 at $326,354. But he 
explained Fairbury s $81,000 for 
practical nursing have already 
been budgeted, and other 
related income is projected at 
$46,780. 
Thus, Eicher indicated, new 
funds needed for Pershing 
operations would total about 
$198,575, including the $71,470 
initial cost projected for needed 
equipment as largely a one-time 
expenditure. 
Enrollment Of 110 
Eicher estimated SeTech- 
Pershing opening enrollment 
would be 110 — 40 in practical 
nursing, 20 each in building con­ 
struction and agribusiness and 30 
in secretarial-clerical. 
First-year costs would repre- 


sent $1,980 per full-time 
equivalent student, Eicher said, 
emphasizing that's comparable 
to current costs at Milford and 
Lincoln, Second-vear outlay 
would decline to $1,707 each, un­ 
dercutting the average despite 
salary and other increases and 
aided by higher enrollment. 
Eicher estimated 1976-77 
Pershing income from tuition, 
supply and registration fees 
would be $46,780. Renovation to 
reopen the campus was put at 
$38,544. “ The Beatrice com­ 
munity had suggested participa­ 
tion in this part of it,” he said. 
The president then projected 
the 1977-78 operating budget at 
$281,344, for instructional and 
support staff costs — a $45,000 
decline from the first year. 
‘Unknowns’ Listed 
As the Legislature prepared to 
convene Wednesday, Eicher 
cited several “ unknowns.” state 
aid prime among them. Of the 
$11.6 million for all six com­ 
munity college areas, SeTech 
now gets $2.85 million. 
A million-dollar drop might be 
recommended 
by 
the 
Unicameral and possibly more 
by the governor, Eicher said. "If 
our «state aid) budget is 
decreased, that will impose 
some problems” in the 
Fairbury-Beatrice proposal. 


He assumed if SeTech 
acquires Pershing, “ we would 
have to use capital construction 
money to do that.” SeTech now 
levies 1.35 mills in the 15 coun­ 
ties for operations, and one mill 
for construction. A mill 
generates about $1 million. 
Any state aid loss might 
require a mill levy boost to or 
near the 2 5-mill combined 
maximum, for m inim al 
operations, he said. That would 
balance the budget. 
No Decline Forecast 
Eicher said he anticipates 
Fairbury enrollment, about 208, 
wouldn’t decline by transferring 
practical nursing to Pershing. 


The president said cooperative 
programs at Peru State College 
might be justified later. But 
Eicher stressed the Fairbury- 
Beatrice proposal “ doesn’t 
diminish’’ Lincoln campus 
building needs. A board consen­ 
sus agreed. 
Board members debated 
whether the Pershing enroll­ 
ment projections are short­ 
sighted. and whether programs 
should be duplicated. But they 
finally agreed on the philosophy 
to start small, realistically, and 
to provide programs cheaply to 
people near where they live in 
return for tax dollars.

Bookkeeping System 
Doesn't Allow Return 
Lancaster Manor is caught 
between the computer and the 
bookkeeping system with an 
extra $36,000 it can’t get rid of 
The State Welfare Department 
overpaid the manor $36,000 this 
month — a computer error, 
Jerry Gibson, manor director 
told the Lancaster County Board 
Tuesday morning. 
The State Welfare Department 
computers don’t have the 
capability to adjust for the error 
and pay the manor $36,000 less 
next month. 
And the manor bookkeeping 
and budgeting system makes it 
impossible to simply return the 
money. “ If we pay this money 
back we’ll be $36,000 in the hole, 
at least on the books,” said Gib­ 
son. 
There is no ma’hanism for 


reimbursements — only expen­ 
ditures. he explained. 
After about five minutes of 
discussion. Commissioner Bruce 
Hamilton suggested, “Tell them 
(state welfare) they have to fine 
a way to get the money back ” 
But County Clerk Carl Hart­ 
man finally came to the rescue 
with a suggestion that the Coun­ 
ty Board might be able to pass a 
resolution asking that the county 
treasurer reimburse the state 
$36,000. Then the Lancaster 
Manor books would be clear and 
the state could get its money 
back 
Hartman’s suggestion will be 
studied by the departments and 
the county attorney to determine 
if the money can be legally 
channeled through the county 
treasurer to the state. 
AFBF Chief Praises President 
St. Louis (UPI) — Praising the 
use of presidential vetoes to help 
agricultural interests, the head 
of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation Tuesday urged less 
government intervention in 
order to help farmers cope with 
inflation. 


William J. Kuhfuss told the 
organization’s 57th annual 
meeting in St. Louis that infla­ 
tion caused by too much govern­ 
ment spending was the major 
problem facing farmers and 
ranchers. Increased production 
costs, he said, resulted in higher 
food costs for everyone, 
In praising the President, 
Kuhfuss said Ford had used his 


veto wisely, and demonstrated 
that the 94th Congress was not 
veto-proof. 
“ The Farm Bureau urged 
President Ford to veto many of 
these bills,” Kuhfuss told the 
delegates, “ the so-called 
‘emergency’ farm bill of 1975, 
the oil cargo preference bill of 
1974, the $5 3 billion emergency 
employment’ bill of 1975 and 
now he has vetoed the common 
site picketing bill.” 
In apparent reference to the 
grain ceiling to the Soviet Union, 
Kuhfuss said the government 
should not intervene in free 
market access tor the American 
farmer. 
“ Consumer*, & 
as 


farmers, have a stake in 
producers’ access to world 
markets because such markets 
are necessary to maintain ef­ 
ficient production,” he said. 


Kuhfuss said few farmers or 
ranchers now support the 
philosophy of government in­ 
tervention in price and produc­ 
tion. but warned, “ If and when 
depressed prices cause severe 
losses, I’m fearful that many will 
again shift to the unwise and un­ 
rewarding concept of expecting 
government to carry the burden

Hotchner because "I felt that 
what I overcame in misfortune 
and how I rose above those 
experiences should be shared 
with other people. 


"I never gave up. I feel that 


because of my thinking I was 
able to bring myself through all 
of it," she said. "I wanted to 
share it. Everything is attitude. I 
know nothing really gets me 
down." 


She told reporters, "I'm just 


like you, just like anyone else." 


Hotchner, who wrote the 


305-page book after he inter- 


viewed Miss Day for five months 
in 1974, said the book covers the 
actress from her birth in 1924 un- 
til the present, dealing primarily 
with her private life. 


There was the breakup of her 


parents' marriage, her being in a 
car at 13 that was hit by a train 
and she was expected to be a 
cripple for life, her being on the 
road singing with big bands at 
16, and several unhappy 
marriages and affairs rumored 
and real. 


But she said, despite all of it, 


"I'm a survivor. I don't regret 
anything. I'm very happy now 
living the nicest life I can live 
and if I can get that in the book, 
I guess that will give people 
hope." 


On one page, talking about her 


marriages, she writes, "I have 
the unfortunate reputation of 
being Miss Goody Two-Shoes, 
America's Virgin and all that, so 
I'm afraid it's going to shock 
some people for me to say this, 


but I staunchly believe no two 
people should get married until 
they have lived together. 


"If I had lived with Al Jorden 


for a few weeks, God knows I 
would never have married him. 
Nor would I have married 
George Weidler. But I was too 
young and too inexperienced to 
understand any of this." 


As for her future plans, Miss 


Day, wearing a gray pantsuit, 
chocolate brown sweater and 
brown boots and her hair 
frosted, said she will go to 
Philadelphia and Chicago to 
promote the book but other than 
that, "I'm not making plans. I 
worked a lot and long and I'm 
just really enjoying myself like 
not working." 


She said she wouldn't be op- 


posed to making another film 
and on getting married: "I don't 
know if I want to get married 
again. I don't see any reason to." 


Then with a smile, "But who 


knows, I might get married 
tomorrow." 


Clemency Report Branded 'Whitewash'

New Trial 


Washington (UPI) - Lawyers 


for the four convicted Watergate 
conspirators said Tuesday their 
clients should have a new trial so 
that Richard Nixon — "the 
producer, the director and the 
main character in this trial" — 
could testify. 


One year and five days after 


the close associates of the 
former president were convicted 
of conspiracy, their lawyers 
argued for a new trial in the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. 


The decision was not expected 


for several months and the 
defense lawyers said if they 
failed at this level, they would 
appeal to the Supreme Court. 


John J. Wilson, lawyer for 


former Nixon aide H. R. 
Haldeman, said the Watergate 
case became a "crime ol 
passion" because "the American 
people were brought to a white 
heat" by publicity surrounding 
the coverup investigation by the 
media, Congress and the special 
Watergate prosecutor's office. 


John D. Ebrlichman's at- 


torney, William S. Prates, told 
the six-judge appellate court 
Nixon's testimony was indispen- 
sable to a fair trial. 


"Here is the producer, the 


director and the main character 


' of what this trial is all about — 
the president," Prates said. He 
said Nixon's testimony "was the 
heart of our case, and to deprive 
John Ehrlichman of his right to 
have Nixon's testimony, I sub- 
mit, is a gross violation of Mr. 
Ehrlichman's 
constitutional 


rights." 


Ehrlichman, Haldeman, 


former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell and his former deputy 
Robert G. Mardian were all con- 
victed of conspiring to obstruct 
justice in the Watergate coverup. 
All except Mardian were also 
convicted of penury. 


Mardian was sentenced to 10 


months to 3 years in prison. The 
others were given 2Vz- to 8-year 
terms. None has served a day in 
prison. 


Among the defendants, only 


Mardian was present in court for 
the appellate arguments. 


After more than three hours of 


argument, the appeals court 
took the case under advisement. 
A ruling — either affirming the 
conviction or ordering a new 
trial — could come at any time, 
probably by June. Whatever the 
decision, it probably will be 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 
Man Fined 
In Nixon 
Tax Case 


CHICAGO (AP) — Literary 


appraiser Ralph G. Newman was 
fined $10,000 by a federal judge 
Tuesday for involvement in 
backdating Richard M. Nixon's 
personal papers, a move that 
gave the former president a 
$450,000 illegal income tax 
deduction. 


But the 64-year-old Chicago 


Library Board president won't 
have to go to jail. 


Newman declined comment 


after the sentencing, but his wife 
said, "We're very happy. Now 
we can sleep at night. We can go 
home. We can do things." He 
had faced a possible maximum 
sentence of eight years in prison 
and a $15.000 fine. 


Judge Prank J. McGarr of 


US. District Court fined the 
Chicago Library Board president 
$5.000 for lying to Internal 
Revenue Service agents and $5,- 
000 for preparing a false affidavit 
that was attached to Nixon's 
1969 federal income tax return. 


Nixon has since paid taxes on 


the illegal deduction. 


Newman, who was convicted 


Nov. 12 after a two-week jury 
trial, told the judge before 
sentencing: 


"These last two years have 


been an agony and an ordeal for 
my family and myself." 


William E. McDaniels, New- 


man's lawyer, said be was con- 
skJenng what further steps to 
take, including a possible appeal 
of the jury guilty verdict but be 
called tne fine a "fair dis- 
position."

State Sen. Walter George of Blair 


doesn't like the way the Nebraska Public 
Sen-ice Commission has treated the Blair 
Telephone Co., so he wants to take the 
power to select commission membership 
out of the hands of the voters. 


The PSC is comprised of five members 


elected on a partisan basis from geographic 
districts 


George, not so strangely, is in private 


life an employe of HunTel, which owns 
Blair Telephone Co. 


The PSC has in recent memory 


ordered rate refunds to Blair Telephone 
Co. customers in order to spur an up- 
grading of service by the firm. It has just 
granted the telephone company a rate in- 
crease, but one which George feels is less 
than is needed for Blair Telephone to 
qualify for a $1 million loan for service im- 
provements. 


The senator feels that the PSC should 


be comprised of qualified professionals — 
such as lawyers, accountants and engineers 
— who understand the needs of industry. 
And the way to get professionals on the 
regulatory agency is not by election, but by 
appointment, he says. George says he will 
introduce a constitutional amendment 
which, if approved by voters, would 
provide for the appointment of PSC 
members by the governor on an at-large 
basis, with the legislative branch having 
confirmation powers. According to the 
Associated Press, George said he would 
consider an alternative proposal, a "mixed 
commission," which would call for three 
commissioners to be elected by con- 
gressional district and two, with' 
professional backgrounds, to be appointed 
by the governor. 


George says he thinks a constitutional 


amendment changing the state's most 
powerful and visible regulatory agency 
from an elective to an appointive body will 
gain legislative approval, but we think if it 
does, the voters of Nebraska will take dim 
view of it. 


For one reason, because there may be 


some suspicion attached to the promotion 


of such a proposal by an ax-grinder who 
wants to shake things up because he thinks 
his interests have been given short shrift. 
But more important, we think a majority of 
people would be opposed to removing a 
prime regulatory function from the direct 
election process. 


If there is need for constitutional 


change in the commission, it would be to 
change it from a partisan to a nonpartisan 
body. But it should remain an elected 
body. There is no reason to change the 
method of selecting -its members just 
because the ratepayers get a break now and 
then. 


George is right'about one thing 


however: the need for use of professional 
judgment. Recently, over the past year or 
two, the PSC had heeded its professional 
staff occasionally; but the members — 
other than Commissioner Eric Rasmussen 
— have more other than not turned surly 
toward the staff when regulated industry 
has indicated displeasure over staff 
recommendations or infrequent pro- 
consumer decisions by the commission. 


What is needed at the Public Service 


Commission is not professional members 
appointed by the governor, but a strong, 
competent professional staff which will 
delve into all aspects of rate and service 
cases. The commissioners are not expected 
to always heed the staff's recommen- 
dations, but the commissioners should 
allow the staff free reign in accumulating 
the data required for wise and just 
decision-making. 


There should be an institutional voice 


representing the ratepayer before the com- 
mission also — possibly in the form of a 
public counsel appointed by the governor 
or from the attorney general's staff. Thus 
the consumer's case could be effectively 
advanced. Industry's case is already effec- 
tively advanced. 


There is need for change at the PSC, 


but taking the selection of the members 
away from the public is not one of the 
changes needed. 


WASHINGTON - Periodical- 


ly, the conspiracy of lawyers 
which is government, compels 
me to think about taxes. I resent 
this. It is an unjust imposition on 
my time, energy, and such 
meager intellectual provender as 
I still have husbanded away in 
the mental vaults. 


It is not paying the taxes that 


is intolerable, although, this, 
too, can be painful if one reflects 
that the entire extraction would 
scarcely fuel the presidential jet 
across the Appalachians for one 
of those speeches in which the 
President deplores government 
spending. Still, it is the citizen's 
duty to be plucked like the 
goose, and I accept it without 
undue squawking. What I resent 
is being compelled to labor at 
my own plucking.

I am reminded of this necessi- 


ty again by the arrival of a 
volume of tax forms from the 
Internal Revenue Service. This 
form intimates that we have 
become a nation of bookkeepers, 
and bookkeepers will un- 
doubtedly spend hundreds of 
happy hours toiling with its 
demands for financial data 
during the months ahead. 


My position on this is legally 


laughable. It is that any govern- 
ment which wants me to do 
bookkeeping for it should pay for 
my time. I have suggested this to 
a few members of Congress, 
whose glassy-eyed responses left 
no doubt that they felt 
themselves cornered by an 
eccentric. Even friends and 
relatives think it childish. Ap- 
parently the nation is so far sunk 
into the bookkeeper mentality 
that to conceive of better things 
to do with his time is to be 
treated as a bit dim. 


Some years ago I yielded on 


this and began keeping records. 
File cabinets spread like moss in 
a dungeon until they covered an 
entire wall. I kept records all day 
long. Records of whom I had 
eaten with, what we discussed, 
whether the meat was rare or 
well done. I kept calendars and 
pocket diaries. Receipts trailed 
out of pockets, wallets, laundry 
bags. When using the car, I 
entered the purpose of the trip 
in a car ledger, along with the 
mileage driven, amounts spent 
on gas and oil, and tire inflation 
pressures. 


Evenings were spent 


transferring all this information 
into master accounting ledgers, 


then filing individual data in 
proper folders. One year I finally 
kept a record of all the hours I 
had spent keeping records for 
governments. When I computed 
what this time was worth at my 
hourly salaried pay, it turned out 
that these governments owed me 
mofe for my time than I owed 
them in taxes.

This orgiastic fling at 


bookkeeping did little good at 
tax-paying time. When you sit 
down to enter all your precious 
data on those forms, you dis- 
cover that records are not all the 
government wants. It also insists 
that you have an education in tax 
law. 


I do not want an education in 


tax law. Tax law bores me, and I 
believe it is tyrannical for any 
government to insist that its 
citizens attend law school and 
master a dreary subject like 
taxation in order to compute 
how much money they owe that 
government. 


Again, friends, relatives and 


congressmen found this 
reasoning naive. What American 
could conceivably object to spen- 
ding five or six years of his life 
learning how to compute how 


much money he owed his 
governments? 


In the end, I would have gone 


to law school had a higher 
perception not intervened. One 
day I heard two rich men's tax 
lawyers and a congressmen 
argue about a passage in the 
Federal Income Tax Law, and 
none of them agreed what it 
meant. The fact, of course, is 
that the Federal Tax Code is 
now so incomprehensible that no 
one with a mere law degree can 
possibly hope to figure correctly 
how much tax he owes. Great 
Washington law firms which get 
rich servicing the rich have vast 
departments devoted exclusively 
to debating what the tax code 
means.

Not long ago, the Internal 


Revenue Service conceded that 
more than half the tax forms 
filled out for a baffled public by 
its own staff contained errors. 
On a test involving more com- 
plex questions about the law, the 
Internal Revenue experts were 
wrong in 86 out of 100 answers. 


Periodically disturbed about a 


law that almost nobody can un- 


derstand, Congress embarks on 
what is always called "tax 
reform," a phrase that chills the 
blood of the wise. The invariable 
result is a rewriting of confusion 
into chaos as lobbyists take ad- 
vantage of the situation to have 
friendly congressmen hide them 
some brand new tax shelters un- 
der language that makes Urdu 
read like Mother Goose. 


Lawyers have made this mess 


and lawyers, of course, profit 
from it since you have to have a 
lawyer examine your records 
before you can make a 
reasonable guess about how 
much tax you owe. The sensible 
solution would be for the 
taxpayer to charge his lawyer's 
bill directly to the government. 
This solution will be dismissed 
everywhere as childish. 


Surely every adult is perfectly 


willing to pay his own legal fee 
for advice on how much he 
ought to pay the government, 
and, if not, he can make a fairly 
good guess of his own after only 
a few years of law school, 
provided, of course, that he has 
spent a substantial part of his 
life keeping good records.

Kelly's Idea A Good One 


From the outset of the legislative in- 


vestigation into the 1-80 bicentennial sculp- 
ture project we have expressed the hope 
that politicians not turn the controversy 
into a sort of referendum on abstract ver- 
sus representational art. 


The situation looks a little brighter at 


this point. 


The inquiry by the special legislative 


committee now completed, several options 
for state action will be forwarded to the 
Unicameral executive board for further 
discussion. 


To his great credit, committee chair- 


man Sen. Ralph Kelly of Grand Island has 
proposed a solution which should be 
satisfactory to all reasonable Nebraskans. 


He is recommending that the state 


accept the modernistic sculptures as a gift 
and initiate a parallel sculpture project 
centering on Nebraska artists and art 
forms. 


Among Kelly's personal observations: 


"A negative response to the 1-80 Sculp- 


tures Corp.'s offer to place monuments on 
state property would be a reversal of 
Nebraska's historical support of art. Should 
Nebraska reverse its position, it would be 
most difficult to create more public art. It 
appears to me that Nebraska citizens want 
public monuments, and these should be 
allowed on state property. 


"The Nebraska Arts Council should be 


instructed to pursue an activity that would 
create a parallel project for public 
monuments that would be 'All Nebraska' 
in theme and spirit. A large segment of our 
citizens desire a project of this kind," Kelly 
said. 


The immediate reaction to Kelly's per- 


sonal recommendations has been positive. 
Hopefully the state will act quickly to 
accept the 1-80 sculptures so that work may 
begin in earnest and it is also hoped that 
the opportunity for development of a 
parallel project will be created. 


WASHINGTON-As the New 


Year begins, planners in 
Washington's Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget are putting 
their finishing touches on 
another U.S. government budget 
for the 1977 Fiscal Year (which 
begins in October, 1976). 


That budget — expected to in- 


volve a 30 to 40 billion deficit — 
would have evoked screams of 
outrage a few years ago. But we 
.are becoming numb to it: Han- 
nah Arendt's notion of the 
banality of repeated, growing 
evil apparently also applies to 
repeated, 
growing 
deficit 


finance. 


Still, lest we forget, it is im- 


portant to show the origin and 
nature of the fiscal legerdemain 
that has generated so much re- 
cent inflationary woe. A few 
years ago, David Halberstam, 
author of "The Best and the 
Brightest," wrote a short article 
explaining how devious White 
House policies of the early stages 
of the Vietnam war had been ac- 
companied by deceptive 
budgetary and financial prac- 


tices, which in turn had dis- 
astrous longer-term con- 
sequences. "It was not the war 
which destroyed the economy," 
said Halberstam, "but the essen- 
tially dishonest way in which it 
was handled." 


Chief among the White House 


deceptions were calculated mis- 
statements of probable war 
costs, budget deficits and. 
necessary borrowings. Because 
Lyndon Johnson didn't want to 
jeopardize enactment of his 
expensive "Great Society" set of 
domestic programs, 
officials 


gave Congress false Vietnam 
cost information and set up 
elaborate schemes for borrowing 
through federal agencies that 
wouldn't show up in the federal 
budget — chronicler Halberstam 
has described the official deceits 
in some detail. Thus abetted, the 
vast new panoply of Great Socie- • 
ty social programs ran the con- 
gressional gauntlet and became 
law. 


But the full agony unleashed 


cannot be appreciated without 
some numbers. For the fiscal

years 1964-66. before the full im- 
pact of Vietnam was felt,"the 
three-year federal deficit was 
only $11 billion. For fiscal years 
1967-69. this rose to $37 billion, 
and for fiscal years 1970-72, the 
total deficit reached $49 billion. 
Then, for fiscal 1973-75. the 
three-year deficit exploded to a 
massive $62 billion. 


Now it looks like the fiscal 


1976 
deficit alone will be $75 


billion, and the fiscal 1977 deficit 
could also be huge. Conceivably, 
the three-year red ink total for 
fiscals 1976-78 might be as high 
as $200 billion.

Readers will doubtless already 


be saving: But the war is over; 
what does the deficit in 1976 
have to do with Southeast Asia? 
Very little in a direct sense. 
Today, we are staggering under 
the second part of the one-two 
punch of Great Society finance 
— the incredible expansion of 
domestic spending and man- 
datory future outlays. Partisan 
distinctions are no longer very 
useful now that Richard Nixon 
and Gerald Ford have presided 
over the most outrageous 
deficits: Only the problem is im- 
portant. 


Between fiscal 1965 and fiscal 


1975, federal domestic spending 
rose from $68 billion to $221 
billion. Most of the surge came 
in education, pensions, welfare 


and research outlays. And here's 
the key — a large part of this in- 
crease was obligatory, having 
been mandated in the language 
of the program legislation 
enacted in such profusion 
between 1965 and 1971. As a 
result, between 1967 and 1975 
"relatively 
uncontrollable" 


federal spending rose from. $94 
billion a year to $224 billion a 
year. Thus the deficits of the last 
four years, and much of the in- 
flation. 


It may help to think of the 


federal financial process as 
being like a python or other 
large snake. Then think of past 
Great Society programming, 
commitments and devious off- 
budget borrowing as a pig that 
the python foolishly swallowed. 
Only in the last few years has the 
fullness of the bulge become 
clear. And it will be years before 
the Great Society's pork is 
passed through the federal 
system and digested. In the 
meantime, we can expect con- 
tinuing inflationary discomfort.

I am reminded of this necessi­ 
ty again by the arrival of a 
volume of tax forms from the 
Internal Revenue Service. This 
form intimates that we have 
become a nation of bookkeepers, 
and bookkeepers will un­ 
doubtedly spend hundreds of 
happy hours toiling with its 
demands for financial data 
during the months ahead. 


My position on this is legally 
laughable. It is that any govern­ 
ment which wants me to do 
bookkeeping for it should pay for 
my time. I have suggested this to 
a few members of Congress, 
whose glassy-eyed responses left 
no doubt that they felt 
themselves cornered by an 
eccentric. Even friends and 
relatives think it childish. Ap­ 
parently the nation is so far sunk 
into the bookkeeper mentality 
that to conceive of better things 
to do with his time is to be 
treated as a bit dim. 
Some years ago I yielded on 
this and began keeping records. 
File cabinets spread like moss in 
a dungeon until they covered an 
entire wall. I kept records all day 
long. Records of whom I had 
eaten with, what we discussed, 
whether the meat was rare or 
well done. I kept calendars and 
pocket diaries. Receipts trailed 
out of pockets, wallets, laundry 
bags. When using the car, I 
entered the purpose of the trip 
in a car ledger, along with the 
mileage driven, amounts spent 
on gas and oil, and tire inflation 
pressures. 
Evenings 
were 
spent 
transferring all this information 
into master accounting ledgers, 


then filing individual data in 
proper folders. One year I finally 
kept a record of all the hours I 
had spent keeping records for 
governments. When I computed 
what this time was worth at my 
hourly salaried pay, it turned out 
that these governments owed me 
more for my time than I owed 
them in taxes.

This orgiastic fling at 
bookkeeping did little good at 
tax-paying time. When you sit 
down to enter all your precious 
data on those forms, you dis­ 
cover that records are not all the 
government wants. It also insists 
that you have an education in tax 
law. 


I do not want an education in 
tax law. Tax law bores me, and I 
believe it is tyrannical for any 
government to insist that its 
citizens attend law school and 
master a dreary subject like 
taxation in order to compute 
how much money they owe that 
government. 
Again, friends, relatives and 
congressmen 
found this 
reasoning naive. What American 
could conceivably object to spen­ 
ding five or six years of his life 
learning how to compute how 


much money he owed his 
governments? 


In the end, I would have gone 
to law school had a higher 
perception not intervened. One 
day I heard two rich men’s tax 
lawyers and a congressmen 
argue about a passage in the 
Federal Income Tax Law, and 
none of them agreed what it 
meant. The fact, of course, is 
that the Federal Tax Code is 
now so incomprehensible that no 
one with a mere law degree can 
possibly hope t<5 figure correctly 
how much tax he owes. Great 
Washington law firms which get 
rich servicing the rich have vast 
departments devoted exclusively 
to debating what the tax code 
means.

Not long ago, the Internal 
Revenue Service conceded that 
more than half the tax forms 
filled out for a baffled public by 
its own staff contained errors. 
On a test involving more com­ 
plex questions about the law, the 
Internal Revenue experts were 
wTong in 86 out of 180 answers. 


Periodically disturbed about a 
law that almost nobody can un­ 


derstand, Congress embarks on 
what is always called “ tax 
reform," a phrase that chills the 
blood of the wise. The invariable 
result is a rewriting of confusion 
into chaos as lobbyists take ad­ 
vantage of the situation to have 
friendly congressmen hide them 
some brand new tax shelters un­ 
der language that makes Urdu 
read like Mother Goose.

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Two Travelers Dead 
In Storm In Minnesota

A winter storm whipped through areas of the 


Midwest on Tuesday, leaving two travelers dead 
and many schools closed, while frost continued to 
cause crop damage in California citrus groves. 


Bitterly cold temperatures moved into 


Minnesota and surrounding states. High winds 
and drifting snow cut visibility to zero in large 
areas of western Minnesota. 


Two deaths were attributed to the stormy con-

Snow plows were pulled off the road in the 


Marshall area early in the day and were still in the 
garages Tuesday night waiting for the wind to ' 


subside. Bad drifting was reported in rural areas 
around the town. 


Light snow was falling over southern and

In eastern North Dakota and the Red River

For the Borys Wawryszczuk family the 
Christmas season is just starting. 
Like other members of the Eastern Orthodox 
Church, the Ukrainian family celebrates the birth 
of Christ on Jan. 7, some 13 days after the rest of 
the Christian world. 
The time lag exists because the Orthodox 
Church follows the old Julian calendar instead of 
the corrected form introduced by Pope Gregory 
X III in 1582 and used today. 
The Wawryszczuks observe Dec. 25 with gift- 
giving and gaiety, but save the solemnity of the 
occasion for their own Christmas Eve celebra­ 
tion. 
Preserving the traditions of their heritage is 
important to the parents. 
Came As Refugee 
Borys Wawryszczuk was born in the Ukraine 
and came to this country-in 1950 as a refugee. 
Although his wife was born here, she is first- 
generation Ukrainian. With their children Greg, 
14, and Emily, 12, the couple has been in Lincoln 
close to 10 years. 
Brought up in the United States, Mrs. 
Wawryszczuk says her folks absolutely carried out 
all the traditions and customs of the old country. 
As keeper of the traditions in her own 
household now, she is sure the customs “ mean 
more to me than to my husband and children,” 
But as the children grow, she expects they will 
turn to tradition as well. 
‘They Will Remember' 
“ If we give them the foundation now about 
who they are, they will remember,” she believes. 
She is reassured by her own experience — “ I 
didn't appreciate these things as a child the way I 
do today." 
Christmas Eve (Jan. 6), Ukrainian-style, is 
strictly a family time. The evening meal, called 
the “ Holy Supper," features 12 Lenten dishes. 
The day of Christmas Eve is a strict fast to com­ 
memorate the hardships endured by Mary on the 
way to Bethlehem. 
All dishes are prepared with a vegetable 
shortening or cooking oil, since all animal fat, 
milk and milk products are restricted during the 
six-week Lenten period ending with Christmas 
Day. Thank goodness for margarine, sighs Mrs. 
Wawryszczuk, 
A special round braided bread (kalach), with 
a candle inserted in the top serves as a traditional 
centerpiece of the holiday table. 
Ceremonial Dish 
No Christmas Eve meal would be complete 
without “ kutya,” a preparation of cooked wheat 
dressed with honey, ground poppy seed and 
sometimes chopped nuts. The ritual dish of an­ 
cient origin starts and ends the solemn meal in a 
ceremonial manner and all present must have at 
least a spoonful. 
“ The children are not nearly as nuts about 
these foods as we are,” admits Mrs. Wawrvszczuk 


who savors the mrmories the culinary treats stir 
up. “ We just make smaller portions,” she noted. 
Still, she is true to serving 12 Lenten dishes 
for the occasion, often relying on the freezer to 
help out with advance preparations. Fruits, nuts 
and pastries round out the meal. 
The first star in the evening sky signals the 
start of the supper. A handful of straw placed un­ 
derneath the traditionally designed tablecloth 
evokes memories of the Bethlehem manger. An 
extra place is set at the table for unexpected 
guests. 
A special Christmas service usually follows 
the meal, but Lincoln's Orthodox Church of the 
Three Saints has no resident pastor to officiate on 
the designated day. Services will be held Saturday 
and Sunday this year when a pastor from Chicago 
arrives. 


‘Celebrate In Hearts’ 
“ We can celebrate in our hearts because 
that's what it's all about,” reasoned Mrs. 
Wawryszczuk. 
There's no exchange of gifts on Christmas ' 
Eve for Ukrainian families. Gift-giving can take 
place Dec. 19, the Feast of St. Nicholas, or some 
time during the Christmas season at a church ser­ 
vice when children receive bags of candies and 
nuts. 
The holiday season for the Wawryszczuks 
draws to a close with the Feast of Jordan 
(Epiphany) Jan. 19. The evening prior to the holy 
day is “a miniature Christmas all over again,” 
says Mrs. Wawryszczuk, but not quite as solemn. 
The blessing of the water at church services 
highlights the holiday activity. 
While some Orthodox families preserve the 
blessed water in their refrigerators for a whole 
year, Mrs. Valentina Ziverts has a special bottle 
of holy water she brought with her to the United 
States almost 25 years ago. 


Fond Memories 
A native of Riga, Latvia, Mrs. Ziverts was 
born of Russian parents and has her own fond 
memories of how the Christmas holidays were 
celebrated. 
Christmas trees lit with candles, 12 days of 
fortune-telling, children in disguise out caroling, a 
gold piece buried in the “ mazurka” or fruitcake 
— all ring of Christmases past. 
The Ziverts kept some traditions in their Lin­ 
coln home until their children, Greg Taube and 
Evgenia Bainbridge, grew up. “One married a 
Catholic, the other a Methodist,” Mrs. Ziverts 
explained.

He reasoned that West 
probably had only four hearts 
and that the contract therefore 
could not be defeated even if the 
club finesse lost. 
West had led the deuce of 
hearts, presumably his fourth 
best heart, which meant that he 
could not have more than four 
hearts. 
It can be argued that West 
might have led the deuce from a 
five-card suit. Certainly this 
was a possibility.

But the board rejected all bids 
and asked that the bidding 
process be started again as soon

“ I want the matter rebid and 
rebid properly,” said Bruce 
Hamilton, refusing to go along 
with Nuernberger’s proposal to 
hold off on rebidding. 
The rock crushing job has 
been further complicated by a 
court suit filed by Schwarck 
Quarries against the county. The 
suit contended that a negotiated 
contract with Constructors Inc.

A court injunction halted 
crushing at the quarry by 
Constructors Inc. for several 
months. 
The Schwarck suit was 
dropped last Friday by the com­ 
pany with an agreement that the 
matter would be rebid and the 
lowest responsible bid accepted.

tag than the recent bids. 
If a low bid from Schwarck is 
accepted then Constructors Inc.

its crushing equipment in and 
out of the quarry, Nuemberger 
has said.

FOOTBALL

Dr. Ted Kessinger, an assistant to Ra lph Starenko for 12 
years during tenures at both Augustana of Illinois and 
Augustana of Sioux Falls, has been named head football coach 
at Bethany College of Kansas. 
Wide receiver Lynn Swann of the Pittsburgh Steelers was 
released from a hospital Tuesday and was expected to recover 
sufficiently from a concussion to play in the Jan. 18 Super Bowl 
game against the Dallas Cowboys. 
Owner Carroll Rosenbloom of the Los Angeles Rams freely 
admits the club plans changes for 1976 after losing a second 
straight NFC Championship game and missing the Super Bowl.

An official said there was no possibility of finding alter­ 
nate facilities and he indicated Montreal may ask for a post­ 
ponement in the Games.

Organizers of the Winter Oly mpics began trucking in 200,000 
cubic feet of snow in a $250,000 operation to save the games 
scheduled to open Feb. 4.

Ice dance pair Colleen O’Connor and Jim Millns defend 
their title, as will Dorothy HamiU in the senior ladies division. 
Jana Hlavaty, the second ranked cross-country skier on the 
U.S. women’s team, has become an American citizen and now 
will be able to represent the U.S. in the W'inter Olympics. Until a 
recent Congressional Act, the Feb. 4 starting date fell two 
months short of the usual four-year residency requirement for 
citizenship. 
Tony Innauer, Austria's top hope for the Winter Olympics 
next month, won the final event of the four-hill ski jumping 
tournament but Jochen Danneberg of East Germany took over­ 
all honors. 
After Russians won the 500-meter speed skating sprints, 
American Mike Woods finished second behind Dutchman Hans 
Van Helden in the 1,500 meters. Charles Gilmore of the U.S. 
finished fourth in the 1,500 meters.

Convincing Foes 


W IN STO N -SALEM , N.C. 
(AP) — With 10 straight vic­ 
tories to their credit, including 
back-to-back wins over a pair of 
nationally-ranked teams, folks in 
the Atlantic Coast Conference 
are taking notice of Wake 
Forest's strong basketball team. 
"1 predicted Wake Forest 
would be one of the top three 
teams in the ACC this year," 
said North Carolina’s Mitch 
Kupchak after the Tar Heels’ 
loss to the unbeaten Deacons 
last Friday. "They have a lot of 
natural talent and they use it 
well," 
The Deacons have used that 
talent to knock off North Caro­ 
lina, ranked third nationally at 
the time, and then-No. 9 North 
Carolina State as well as such 
other challengers as Florida and 
West Virginia. 
The wins over ACC rivals 
North Carolina and N.C. State 
came by margins of 95-83 and 93- 
78 in the Big Four tournament in 
Greensboro last weekend. They 
boosted Wake Forest from an 
unranked position to the No. 7 
spot in this week s Associated 
Ihess major college basketball 
poll. 
The Deacons accomplished 
their 
two 
biggest victories 
largely without standout junior 
guard’ Skip Brown. Brown, an 
honorable mention All-Ameri­ 
can last season, suffered a 
bruised knee in Friday's game 
against North Carolina and did 
not play against N.C. State. 
Jerry Schellenberg. a 6-fooH> 
guard from Floyds Knob, Ind., 
took over, scoring 24 and 31 
points in the two games. 
Coach Carl Tacy, in his fourth 
year at Wake Forest, said his 
biggest task is to make sure the 
players don’t rest on their 
laurels. Last season the Deacons 


knocked off nationally ranked 
N.C. State in winning the Big 
Four, but then suffered 10 con­ 
ference losses. 
"We have to guard against a 
letdown or any period of rela­ 
xation,” said Tacy. "Those 
things that mean the most to 
us—having a successful season 
and doing well in the ACC 
race—will hopefully stimulate 
everybody. 
"After games like we’ve had 
there’s got to be a tendency to 
let up . . . In our practices, 
we've just got to work harder." 
Wake Forest faces Virginia 
Wednesday and battles second- 
ranked Maryland on Saturday. 
Tacy hopes his seasoned team 
will be more successful in win­ 
ning those chffhangers than last 
year’s club 
Last year. Wake Forest start­ 
ed a pair of freshmen and two 
sophomores for many games. 
The lack of‘ experience was evi­ 
dent in the five games which the 
Deacons lost by fewer than five 
points. 
In the victories over North 
Carolina and N.C. State, the 
Deacons showed they had ma­ 
tured over the last year. 
"I thought the team showed 
quite a lot of character against 
North Carolina," Tacy said. "We 
were in trouble at one point of 
losing control of the game, but 
we did what was necessary t 
revive our offense and starte 
moving people around again.” 


Tacy said he didn’t feel in­ 
timidated by other team's na­ 
tional rankings. "When you're 
talking about schedules, our 
schedule has been in the top five 
for last last few years,” he said. 
"It's never been a situation 
where you could breeze past 
anyone.” 


MANHATTAN, Kan. (AP) - 
Saying he considered his the 
move to be "in the best inter­ 
ests of all concerned," Ernie 
Barrett resigned Monday from a 
Kansas State University post 
given him last month when he 
was fired as athletic director. 
The resignation, from the post 
of assistant to the president for 
special projects, is effective Jan. 
31. 
Barrett, 42, said he was re­ 
signing with "mixed emotions 
and deep personal regret. ...” 
University President Duane 
Acker, who fired Barrett Dec. 
16, then hired him three days 
later in the fund-raising capac­ 
ity, expressed regret at Bar­ 
rett’s decision to resign. 
“ I’d hoped that Ernie would 
stay with us since the university 
has a long list of needs that can 
be accomplished only by private 
fund donations,” Acker said. 
"During the past several weeks 
we had discussed several of 
these projects and the potential 
for* raising funds. Ernie has 
tremendous abilities in this area 
and could have helped us 
achieve some of our goals. " 
Barrett said he had been told 
of several employment oppor­ 
tunities, but must first decide 
whether he wants to stay in col­ 
lege athletics. 


Barrett’s resignation was sub­ 
mitted in a meeting with Acker 
Monday. Sources in the athletic 
department were not surprised 
by Barrett’s move, saying the 
special projects job was more a 
move designed to placate 
enraged alum ni and fi­ 
n a n c i a l supporters. Many 
a l u m n i e x pr e s s e d dis­ 
satisfaction with Barrett’s firing 
and some threatened to withhold 
financial aid to the athletic 
program. 


Barrett was an All America 
basketball player at Kansas State 
in the early 1950s and played two 
years of professional basketball 
with the Boston Celtics before 
returning here in 1955 as assis­ 
tant alumni secretary.

The Lantern column, written 
by Tom Loftus, a student, 
quoted Big Ten Commissioner 
Wayne Duke as saying he 
planned to diseuss the matter 
with Ohio State officials 
Ohio State Ahtletic Director 
Ed Weaver said Tuesday that he 
has not been contacted by Duke 
about any meeting on the sub­ 
ject. Weaver said he knew of no • 
conference or NCAA rule that 
requires a coach to hold a news 
conference after a game. 
The writer of the Lantern ar­ 
ticle said it was his hope that 
someday Enarson would tell 
Hayes: “ You’re an embar* 
rassment. The next time you 
break a yardhne marker, punch 
a photographer, or hold your 
breath until you turn blue alter 
you lose, you’re gone.”

Fort Keys NU Upset, 69-68

Don't ever discount the value 


of senior guards. 


"It's just like a jig-saw puzzle 


— some nights I have all the 
pieces and other nights, I don't," 
noted Jerry Fort, who scored 28 
points in Nebraska's 69-68 
basketball victory over South 
Carolina Tuesday night at the 
NU Coliseum. 


"I concentrated on shooting 


and then they finally went in for 
me," explained Steve Willis, 
whose early second-half heroics 
propeled Nebraska into a lead 
the Gamecocks never overcame. 


While Fort and Willis have 


been generally overlooked this 
season, the two veterans 
provided the offensive attack 
and defensive leadership that 
carried the Buskers to their 
eighth victory in the last nine 
games. 


But it wasn't easy. 
Holding a 34-33 halftime ad- 


vantage, the NU senior guards 
suddenly found the range when 
the second half opened. Willis 
hit three baskets from more than 
20 feet, Fort pushed through two 
20-footers and Willis tallied a 
laym. 


That boosted Nebraska ahead, 


48-41. The NU margin increased' 
to 11 at 56-45 with 11:03 left on a 
20-footer by Willis. 


Then the Gamecocks rallied. 


In fact, a desperation last-second 
shot missed, although it was 
questionable if it would have 
counted. 


But it was Fort, whose 28- 


point effort tied his season high, 
who provided the NU scoring 
thrust. 


"I was teasing Steve (Willis). 


That's the fust game we came 
out like we used to," said 
Nebraska's leading scorer for the 
past three seasons. "He could 
probably tease me, too. 


"I like playing against guys 


from the city," said the Chicago 
native. "It's hard to tell how the 
long break (NU's next game is its 
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Big Eight opener on Jan. 17 at 
Kansas State) will influence us. 
I've got my fingers crossed." 


Fort praised the two leading 


Gamecocks scorers — Alex 
English and Nate Davis. 
English,-with a seven of eleven 
field-goal effort for 20 points, 
and Davis, with 18 points, were 
outstanding. 


That was no surprise to Fort. 
"I played against both of them 


in the Pan-American trials this 
summer. They were both tough 
then and they're just as tough if 
not tougher now. I know Mathias 
(6-7 senior from New York, who 
had eight points) from recruiting 
trips." 


Willis, meanwhile, was 


pleased with his five-for-nine 
field-goal accuracy after a half- 
season filled with disap- 
pointments. 


"That's what I needed (those 


early second-half baskets)," said 
the Indianapolis native. "I 
needed more confidence. I feel 
pretty good about my game, 
now. 


"Coach Porter (NU assistant 


Lonnie) said if I'd just go out and 
shoot without hesitating, I'd be 
all nght. I think that was my 
main problem — I kept debating 
if I wanted to shoot or not." 


As expected, the taller 


Gamecocks held the rebounding 
edge, 31-26. That didn't upset 
NU head coach Joe Cipriano, 
who was more than pleased with 
his club's ninth victory in 13 non- 
conference contests.

Frank McGuire, whose South Carolina basketball team 


played Nebraska Tuesday night in the NU Coliseum, put in a 
plug for the 30 second clock at the Rebounders Club luncheon 
earlier in the day. 


The applause from the overflow gathering at die Villager 


Motel indicated the Rebounders agree with the veteran coach. 


McGuire, who spent one season coaching the Philadelphia 


Warriors (now Golden State) of the National Basketball Associa- 
tion, said the clock is essential to professional basketball. "If 
there wasn't a 24-second clock you could forget about the pros," 
he said. 


The subject came up when he mentioned the delay tactics 


of Notre Dame in the nationally televised game against UCLA 
last Saturday afternoon. The Irish held the ball for a lengthy 
period near the end of the half just to try to be close to the 
Bruins at halftime. 


McGuire recalled a game when bis St. John's (of New York) 


team held the ball against City College of New York and won the 
game 38-34 before 18,009 fans in Madison Square Garden. CCNY 
was heavily favored. 


"We won the game, but it wasn't good basketball and it 


wasn't good for basketball," he said. 


McGuire recalled how he brought good basketball to the 


Atlantic Coast Conference, which now is considered "a basket- 
ball conference." When he arrived at North Carolina, he said the 
feeling of football people was negative to basketball. 


McGuire put North Carolina on the map, winning a national 


championship in the famous triple overtime final game against 
Wilt Chamberlain and Kansas in 1957. Later, he moved to South 
Carolina and the Gamecocks have been enjoying the same 
success as the Tar Heels had under McGuire. 


McGuire's one pro season was highlighted by 


Chamberlain's 80-game average of ».4 points a game—an NBA 
record that looks like it will stand for a long time. 


McGuire, as well as Busker coach Joe Cipnano, who also 


spoke at the luncheon, would like to have a guy like 
Chamberlain this year. What coach wouldn't?

The Cleveland Plain Dealer 


reported Tuesday that the report 
from the franchise committee 
will call for owner Charlie 
Finley's Athletics to move to 
Seattle. The newspaper said that 
the plan includes payment by 
each major league club in an- 
ticipation of litigation by the city 
of Oakland 


Speculation of the A's moving 


will not halt a pending lawsuit 
against baseball by the state of 
Washington, state attorney 
general Slade Gorton said. 


The trial to settle a mul- 


timillion dollar 1969 suit over the 
transfer of the Seattle Pilots to 
Milwaukee is scheduled to begin 
two days before the franchise 
conference. Gorton said, 
however, that a franchise 
acquisition by Seattle would end 
Washington's litigation 


Fmley admitted that the San 


Francisco Bay area can not sup- 
port two baseball teams but said 
that he loves the Bay Area and 
will not move his team. 


"No way, no way." Finley 


said, refuting the reports. 
"Rumors are a dime a dozen .. 
I went to Oakland in 1968 and 
ever since I've been in Oakland, 
rumors have had me moving to 
Seattle. New Orleans. Chicago, 
Toronto and Washington, D.C. 
There hans't been any truth to 
any of them." 


The Plain Dealer, citing an un- 


identified source, said that the 
franchise committee is expected 
to propose that each club put up 
$250.000 for any possible lawsuit 
by Oakland Finley had resisted 
a mo\e that would bring litiga- 
tion, but the source said. 


"If the other clubs agree to 


contribute to an indemnification 
pool that, in effect, will buy the 
A's out of their contract in 
Oakland. Finley will agree to go 
to Seattle " 


The Associated Press reported 


Tuesday that an unidentified 
source claims that "the 
franchise committee presenta- 
tion is just a smokescreen" to 
cover the negotiations between 
the players and owners on a new 
contract. The old labor contract 
expired Dec. 31. 


The franchise committee said 


Tuesday that the group is not 
planning any recommendations 
for Jan 14. A bigger priority, 
besides the labor contract, is the 
sale of the San Francisco Giants, 
said M. Donald Grant, chairman 


of the franchise committee and 
chairman of the board of the 
New York Mets. 


Grant mentioned moving one 


team out of the Bay Area, 
settling the Seattle suit and 
giving a team to Washington, 
D.C , whose baseball club 
transferred to Texas, as needing 
resolution. 


Three groups want to 


purchase the financially troubled 
Giants, but only one group, 
headed by San Franciscan 


Robert Lurie, would keep the 
National League club there. 


A California group led by 


entertainer Danny Kaye would 
move the Giant franchise to 
Seattle and the third organiza- 
tion would switch the franchise 
to Toronto. 


These initial problems must 


be resolved fust, Grant said, 
before his franchise committee 
would consider making 
recommendations about moving 
other clubs.

Lottery Legality 
Hearing Is Held 


' - -."ä-v 


Omaha (AP) — The future of 
the nation's only city lottery 
remained in doubt Tuesday 
following a 2'-2-hour hearing 
before Douglas County District 
Court Judge James Buckley. 
Buckley held the hearing on a 
suit filed by Douglas County At- 
ty. Donald Knowles and Ne- 
b r a s k a Atty. Gen. 
Paul 
Douglas. 
The action asks Buckley for a 
declaratory judgment 
that 
Omaha’s “ Big Green’’ city lot­ 
tery is unconstitutional, and for 
an injunction halting the City 
Betterment Corp., which is op­ 
erating the lottery. 
According to Nebraska stat­ 
ute, lotteries may be held in the 
state if the proceeds go to civic 
betterment or charitable causes. 
What Are ‘Proceeds’? 
The crux of the arguments 
over the Omaha lottery is the 
word “proceeds.” 
The plaintiffs contend that the 
law means all proceeds of the 
lottery must go for charitable or 
civic betterment purposes, while 
City Betterment claims 
that 
lawmakers 
intended 
“ proceeds” to mean “ net 
proceeds’’ 
after 
operational 
costs are paid for. 
The state and the county claim 
that City Betterment is violating 
the law because some of the 
proceeds are going to pay City 
Betterment employes, loans 
used to start the lottery, for 
advertising and other various 
uses other than for charitable or 
civic betterment purposes. 
Briefs Submitted 
Most of the arguments on the 
constitutional issues were sub­ 
mitted to the judge in the form 
of briefs, and Tuesday's hearing 
centered on the need to re­ 
develop Omaha’s fading down­ 
town business area. 
Kepresenting the state and 
county, Deputy County Atty. 
James Murphy called only one 
witness, Michael V. Hinnchs, 
the administrative manager of 
City Betterment. 
Hinrichs’ 
testimoney 
dealt 
mainly with the financial as­ 
pects of operating the lottery. 
Since the lottery began last 
Oct. 2, and through Dec. 31, 
1975, Hinrichs said ticket sale 
revenue totaled $973,569. After 
the deduction of expenses such 
as salaries, bonuses and com­ 
missions to sellers and prizes, 
profits totaled about $260,000, 
said Hinrichs. 
Testifying 
for the lottery 
backers, John P. Empson cited 
figures showing the decline of 
the downtown area over a 10- 
vear period from 1963 through 
1972. 
Empson, executive director of 
Downtown Omaha, Inc., a non­ 
profit group created to maintain 


and redevelop the downtown 
area, said retail businesses in 
the downtown area have 
dropped from 410 in 1963 to 288 
in 1972. Later figures are not 
available, he said. 
Empson pointed out that 
while the number of retail busi­ 
nesses in the downtown area 
dropped about 30% dur­ 
ing the period, the number of 
retail businesses in the city as a 
whole rose about 20%>. 
Despite the declining number 
of businesses, sales and jobs, 
Empson said the downtown 
business area, which makes up 
only about one per cent of the 
city's total area, makes up 6.9% 
of the city's real estate tax valua­ 
tion. 
Edward A. “ Ted” Croucniey, 
the executive assistant to the 
president of Northwest Bell 
Telephone of Omaha, was the 
next to testify. 
Crouchley, who has cochaired 
a task force studying the 
redevelopment of the down­ 
town area and another looking at 
development of the city's River­ 
front area, said he does not think 
there is enough tax (federal) 
money available to provide the 
needed attractions that will 
draw new business to the down­ 
town area. 


Last to take the stand was 
Alan 
Baer, 
president of 
Brandeis & Sons, Nebraska's 
largest department store chain. 
Baer, who came up with the 
lottery idea to help redevelop 
the downtown area, said the of­ 
ficers and directors of City Bet­ 
terment do not receive com­ 
pensation for their services.

N BC Won't Talk 
About Logo Snafu

A tight-lipped National Broad­ 
casting Co. played a near- 
expressionless poker hand 
Tuesday, revealing nothing to in­ 
dicate its next move in what 
appears might turn into a high- 
stakes battle over corporate 
identification. 
NBC Television unveiled on, 
Jan. 1 a new logo representing 
the letter N. a design which the 
Nebraska Educational Televi­ 
sion Network had developed and 
used since last June. 
The logos are identical in 
shape, varying only in color. 
NETV's is usually red. NBC- 
TV s is red and blue. 
An NBC spokesman in New 
York City would release only 
this terse statement: “ We don’t 
believe there will be any confu­ 
sion between the new NBC sym­ 
bol and the symbol of the NETV 
Network.’’ 
But a caller to The Lincoln 
Star Tuesday evening reported 
that Harry Reasoner on the ABC 
News “ flashed the red logo on” 
and identified it as NBC’s, then 
described NETV’s when the red- 
and-blue insignia was visible. 
“ I don’t know whether they 
were confused, or had their 
logos mixed up,” the caller said. 
“ I think there’ll be every con­ 
fusion,” NETV Program 
Manager Ron Hull responded 
earlier Tuesday to the NBC 
statement. “ In fact, there 
already is. I ve been bom­ 
barded” with comments, he 
said. 
While NBC maintained cor­ 
porate silence and refused to 
confirm a report its attorneys 
were studying who has rights to 
the logo, Hull was direct. 
“ 1 am going to Washington 
(DC.) tomorrow,” laden with 
NETV on-air slides, promotional 
materials, stationery and other 
items using the logo, he said. 
“ Well be talking to the at­ 
torneys” who represent NETV 
when dealing with Federal Com- 
munications 
Commission 
matters. 
“We don’t know what we’re 


going to do yet,” Hull said, but 
indicated firm resolve to keep as 
its trademark the logo which the 
NETV staff developed for less 
than $100. Before NBC-TV im­ 
posed its silence, a New York 
spokesman told The Star the 
network spent “ well under $1 
million.'’ 
A highly placed NBC-TV of­ 
ficial refused Tuesday to answer 
The Star's questions about the 
commercial network side of the 
story, including exactly how 
much the logo development cost, 
if the consulting firm conducted 
a proper search to learn if the 
symbol was already in use, and if 
it learned that NETV had used it 
for six months. 
The NBC spokesman also said 
he was not allowed to answer 
questions about whether the 
network has applied for or 
received an official trademark 
for its logo; if not, whether it 
will apply; and if it will fight in 
the courts to continue using the 
symbol — should that be 
necessary. 
Questions about tbe dollar im­ 
pact on NBC and its affiliate 
stations, should NETV win 
exclusive rights to the N usage, 
also received a firm “no com­ 
ment.” 
“Especially on a black-and- 
white (TV) set,” Hull groused, 
“anybody that looks at the two 
symbols knows they’re one and 
the same.” Referring to an 
NETV-produeed program broad­ 
cast nationally using the symbol, 
Hull said, some people “think 
we took NBC’s N, and that’s not 
the truth.”

Barrett Quits K-State Post 
MANHATTAN, Kan. (AP) - 


Saying he considered his the 
move to be "in the best inter- 
ests of all concerned," Ernie 
Barrett resigned Monday from a 
Kansas State University post 
given him last month when he 
was fired as athletic director. 


The resignation, from the post 


of assistant to the president for 
special projects, is effective Jan. 
31. 


Barrett, 42, said he was re- 


signing with "mixed emotions 
and deep personal regret...." 


University President Duane 


Acker, who fired Barrett Dec. 
16, then hired him three days 
later in the fund-raising capac- 
ity, expressed regret at Bar- 
rett's decision to resign. 


"I'd hoped that Ernie would 


stay with us since the university 
has a long list of needs that can 
be accomplished only by private 
fund donations," Acker said. 
"During the past several weeks 
we had discussed several of 
these projects and the potential 
for- raising funds. Ernie has 
tremendous abilities in this area 
and could have helped us 
achieve some of our goals." 


Barrett said he had been told 


of several employment oppor- 
tunities, but must first decide 
whether he wants to stay in col- 
lege athletics.

Many 
a l u m n i e x p r e s s e d dis- 
satisfaction with Barrett's firing 
and some threatened to withhold 
financial aid to the athletic 
program. 


Barrett was an All America 


basketball player at Kansas State 
in the early 1950s and played two 
years of professional basketball 
with the Boston Celtics before 
returning here in 1955 as assis- 
tant alumni secretary.

ACTION LIN E: The four categories are lifetime passes 
attempted, passes completed, touchdowns and yards passing. 
Minnesota Vikings quarterback Fran Tarkenton passed former 
Baltimore Colts quarterback Johnny Unitas in the first three 
categories this season. Tarkenton now has 2,943 lifetime pass com­ 
pletions; Unitas had 2 ,8 3 0 
. Tarkenton has made 2 9 1 career 
touchdowns; Unitas made ¡8 0 before he retired. The fourth category’, 
in which Unitas still leads Tarkenton, is lifetime yards passing. Unitas 
holds the record with 40.239 Tarkenton s total was 38.974 yards at the 
end of this season. Since Tarkenton has had 14 seasons in which he 
passed for more than 2,000 yards each, it’s reasonable to expect that 
he will surpass Unitas in passing yardage next season. 
A local sports authority who supplied ACTION LIN E with this in­ 
formation pointed out that holding these four passing titles doesn’t 
necessarily mean that Tarkenton becomes “ the greatest quarterback 
in the history of the game. ” He said there are many other records that 
could be used to show other quarterbacks’ greatness. ’’ For example. 
New York Jets quarterback Joe Namath holds the record for most 
yards passing in a season (4,000 yards) Former Green Bay Packers 
quarterback Bart Starr has the record for the best lifetime pass com­ 
pletion rate (57 42%).

Lottery Legality 
Hearing Is Held 


Omaha (AP) - The future of 


the nation's only city lottery 
remained in doubt Tuesday 
following a 2'/2-hour hearing 
before Douglas County District 
Court Judge James Buckley. 


Buckley held the hearing on a 


suit tiled by Douglas County At- 
ty. Donald Knowles and Ne- 
b r a s k a Atty. Gen. Paul 
Douglas. 


The action asks Buckley for a 


declaratory judgment that 
Omaha's "J:g Green" city lot- 
tery is unconstitutional, and for 
an injunction halting the City 


and redevelop the downtown 
area, said retail businesses in 
the downtown area have 
dropped Irom 410 in 1963 to 288 
in 1972. Later figures are not 
available, he said. 


Empson pointed out that 


while the number of retail busi- 
nesses in the downtown area 
dropped about 30% dur- 
ing the period, the number of 
retail businesses in the city as a 
whole rose about 2()7n 


Despite the declining number 


of businesses, sales and jobs, 
Empson said the downtown

According to Nebraska stat- 


ute, lotteries may be held in the 
state if the proceeds go to civic 
betterment or charitable causes. 


What Are 'Proceeds'? 


The crux of the arguments 


over the Omaha lottery is the 
word "proceeds." 


The plaintiffs contend that the 


law means all proceeds of the 
lottery must go for charitable or 
civic betterment purposes, while 
City Betterment claims 
that 


lawmakers 
intended 


"proceeds" to mean 
"net 


proceeds" after 
operational 


costs are paid for. 


The state and the county claim 


that City Betterment is violating 
the law because some of the 
proceeds are going to pay City 
Betterment employes, loans 
used to start the lottery, for 
advertising and other various 
uses other than for charitable or 
civic betterment purposes. 


Briefs Submitted 


Most of the arguments on the 


constitutional issues were sub- 
mitted to the judge in the form 
of briefs, and Tuesday's hearing 
centered on the need to re- 
develop Omaha's fading down- 
town business area. 


Representing the state and 


county, Deputy County Atty. 
James Murphy called only one 
witness, Michael V. Hinnehs, 
the administrative manager of 
City Betterment. 


Hinnchs' testimoney dealt 


mainly with the financial as- 
pects of operating the lottery. 


Since the lottery began last 


Oct. 2. and through Dec. 31, 
1975, Hinnchs said ticket sale 
revenue totaled $973,569 After 
the deduction of expenses such 
as salaries, bonuses and com-

A story in the Lincoln Star last week on Fran Tarkenton's being 


named United Press International's player of the year in the National 
Football Conference stated that Tarkenton "this season pushed John- 
ny Unitas off the top of the list in three major lifetime passing 
categories... and is just one category away from asserting himself as 
the greatest quarterback in the history of the game." My question: 
What are the four categories this story is talking about?

TARKENTON ... starting 15th season. 


ACTION LINE: The four categories are lifetime passes 


attempted, passes completed, touchdowns and yards passing. 
Minnesota Vikings quarterback Fran Tarkenton passed former 
Baltimore Colts quarterback Johnny * Unitas in the first three 
categories this season. Tarkenton now has 2,943 lifetime pass com- 
pletions; Unitas had 2,830. Tarkenton has made 291 career 
touchdowns; Unitas made 290 before he retired. The fourth category, 
in which Unitas still leads Tarkenton, is lifetime yards passing. Unitas 
holds the record with 40.239. Tarkenton's total was 38,974 yards at the 
end of this season. Since Tarkenton has had 14 seasons in which he 
passed for more than 2,000 yards each, it's reasonable to expect that 
he will surpass Unitas in passing yardage next season. 


A local sports authority who suppfled ACTION LINE with this in- 


formation pointed out that holding these four passing titles doesn't 
necessarily mean that Tarkenton becomes "the greatest quarterback 
in the history of the game." He said there are many other records that 
could be used to show other quarterbacks' "greatness." For example, 
New York Jets quarterback Joe Namath holds the record for most 
yards passing in a season (4.000 yards). Former Green Bay Packers 
quarterback Bart Starr has the record for the best lifetime pass com- 
pletion rate (57.42^).

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Senators In Costume On 1st Day Increases

State senators may be in the 
proper costume Wednesday for 
the opening of what is expected 
to he a conservative 60-day 
legislative session. 
Launching the session with a 
bicentennial flavor, many 
senators and their wives will be 
decked out in colomal-style 
clothing 
Speaker Jules Burbach of Har- 
tmgton plans to sport a white 
wig, complete with pigtail 
Burbach had a common pre­ 
session message for all senators 
who dropped by his office 
Tuesday . 'Let 's get this show on 
the road ” 
The speaker plans a full day's 
floor activities on opening day, 


moving directly into debate on 
some of the 100 bills left behind 
by the 1975 session at some stage 
of floor consideration 
Suggestions 
that 
the 
t’mcameral ease into its 1976 
schedule were spumed by Bur­ 
bach, 


“ We re going to dig right in — 
if 1 have my wav,” he said. 
But Burbach said he hopes the 
Legislature will honor requests 
either from bill sponsors or com­ 
mittee chairmen to delay con­ 
sideration of any controversial 
measures which may pop up for 
immediate action 
“ In some cases, they may 
want to delay a little to refresh 
their memories,’ he noted “ It’s 
easy to lose continuity in con­ 


sidering a subject with the delay 
between sessions.” 
The 
1975 
Legislature 
adjourned last May. 
Burbach said he hopes com­ 
mittees will begin early con­ 
sideration of the 70 bills from 
the 1975 session which they are 
still holding 
F’ublie hearings on new bills 
are at least a week away. 
Gov. J. James Exon has in­ 
formed senators that he does not 
plan to address the new session 
until his budget recommen­ 
dations are completed. 
Twenty-five of the 49 
legislative seats are still up for 
grabs in November. 
Thus far, only three senators 
— Irving Wiltse of Falls City, 
Robert Clark of Sidney and 


Leslie Stull of Alliance — have 
filed as candidates for re- 
election. 
Two senators are bowing out 


for sure — John Cavanaugh III 
of Omaha, a candidate for the 
2nd District Democratic con­ 
gressional nomination, and 
William Skarda of Omaha, who 
is leaving the Legislature after 18 
years. 


Past records would indicate 


that probably three of every four 
senators will ultimately decide 
to seek re-election. 
Senators will have 10 


legislative days in which to add 
to the session’s bill total. After 
that period, bills must come 
through committees or the 
governor. 


Law Considered For 'Multibanks'

The National Bank of Com­ 
merce of Lincoln is pushing for 
legislation that would allow the 
formation of multibank holding 
companies. NBC says the bill is 
not a form of branch banking 
because the large banks would 
not be allowed to open up new 
branches across the state. 
However, they would be 
allowed to buy existing banks, 
The bill, Bellwood Sen Loran 
Sehmit s LB399, is now held in 
the Banking Commerce and ln- 


surance Committee on a 4-4 
pany to 12% of the state’s 
companies. 
deadlocked vote. 
At a briefing for newsmen 
Tuesday, Glenn Yaussi of NBC 
said chances of getting the bill 
out of committee were “very 
good,” although he did not say 
which, if any, senators had 
agreed to switch their votes. 
Yaussi said he believed five 
major banks would form multi­ 
bank holding companies within a 
year 
if 
the 
law 
were 
enacted—Lincoln’s 
NBC and 
First National and Omaha s U. 
S National, Omaha National and 
First National. 
An amendment proposed by 
supporters of the bill would limit 
any one multibank holding com- 


banking business. 
That would mean that in time, 
the five banks could control 607o 
of the state’s banking. 


Yaussi said two or three banks 
outstate might find it 
economical to form smaller mul- 
tihank holding companies. 
NBC officials said that multi­ 
bank holding proposal would not 
be much different from its 
current chain operation. The 
owners of NBC now control 10 
other banks in Fremont, Grand 
Island, Hastings, Kearney, Lin­ 
coln, North Platte, Omaha and 
West Point though ownership of 
stock in single-bank holding 


Yaussi said each of the banks 


would retain its own board of 
directors and officers if the bill 
passed. 
Yaussi said multibank holding 


companies tend to loan out more 
of their money than inde­ 
pendent banks. When asked if 
multibank holding companies 
take money away from small 
towns when credit is tight, he 
said, “ We can prove it was the 
opposite way around.” 
Herman Brockmeier , also of 


NBC, said the multibank hold­ 
ing company bill would make 
banking more efficient and the 
reduced costs would be passed 
along to customers. 


Doubtful

Former government employes 


seeking increases in their pen­ 
sions will apparently not get 
them from the 1976 session of 
the Unicameral. 
Although the Retirement 


Committee did not take formal 
action Tuesday, the consensus 
was against putting cost of liv­ 
ing clauses in pension plans. 
John Lynch, speaking for the 


Nebraska State Retired Teach­ 
ers Association, asked the com­ 
mittee to vote out a bill which 
would increase teachers pen­ 
sions annually to keep up with 
the cost of living. 
The bill, LB89, is still held in 


committee. 
“ It is an accepted fact that in­ 
flation will hurt those on fixed 
incomes the most,” Lynch said. 


Noting that some retired 


teachers are “ really tied up fi­ 
nancially,” Lynch said, “ Even if 
the cost is fairly large, I think the 
government could pay for it if it 
wanted to.” 
But he said, “ It’s going to be 


expensive.” Committee staff 
members said they did not know 
how much cost of living in­ 
creases for the retired teachers 
would cost, but it could amount 
to millions of dollars if an infla­ 
tion factor were figured in pen­ 
sion plans for all governmental 
employes in the state.

Bills Deal With Child 
Support, Crime Victim 


By The Associated Press 
A three-bill package designed 


to pry child support payments 
from fathers who left their 
children in a welfare-dependent 
situation will be introduced by 
the Judiciary Committee. 
The committee voted un­ 
animously Tuesday to offer the 
package backed by the state 
Department of Welfare. A prime 
feature of the package is an in­ 
centive feature for counties to 
collect child support payments 
when children involved are 
covered by the Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) program. 
The incentive would funnel 


25% of child support payments 
collected to the county board. 
The county attorney’s office is 
charged with vigorously enfor­ 
cing the collection provisions. 
“ These are bills designed to 


help children.” Walt Warn- 
sholtz, Department of Welfare 
attorney, told the committee. He 
said they also comply with 
federal 
mandates regarding 


matching ADC funds received in 
Nebraska. 
The panel also decided to 


have its subcommittee on crime 
study bills on crime victim com­ 
pensation and restitution to 
decide whether they should be 
blended or kept separate. 


One bill was drafted by 


Seottsbluff Sen. William Nichol 
to have the state provide up to 
$10,000 compensation for in­ 
nocent victims injured by 
crimes of violence or the rela­ 
tives of someone killed as the 
result of criminal action. 
The other proposal came from 


Bellwood Sen. Loran Schmit 
and NeUgh Sen. John DeCamp, 
also members of the Judiciary 
Committee on which Nichol sits. 


It would provide a system of 


restitution for various crimes, in­ 
cluding property damage or loss 
offenses. The offender could 
pay restitution while under 
county or court supervision 
rather than serving a jail term. 
Lincoln Sen. Roland Luedtke, 


chairman of the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, ordered the bills worked 
on by the subcommittee, which 
is headed by Nichol.

Salary Boost 
Plan Offered 
For Senators

Legislators should receive an­ 
nual pay based on the average 
family income in Nebraska, ac­ 
cording to State Sen. Bill 
Burrows, who will offer that 
proposal to the Unicameral. 
The lawmaker from Adams 


said Tuesday he is preparing a 
constitutional amendment that 
would require passage by the 
legislature, and approval of 
voters in a general election, to 
raise the current $4,800 salary to 
the average family income. He 
said that was approximately $8,- 
400 in 1970. 
Burrows estimated a current 


average family income at 
between $9.000 and $10,000. 
Burrows said his idea, still in 


the formative stages, was to key 
annual salaries to the average 
family income two years pnor to 
the year of payment. Thus, in 
1980 under the Burrows plan, 
senators would be paid the 
average family income for 1978. 
Under that plan, senatorial 


salaries would fluctuate each 
year. 
That would end the necessity 


for passage of a constitutional 
amendment each time lawmak­ 
ers sought a salary change, 
Burrows said. 
The last attempt at a salary 


hike for senators via con­ 
stitutional amendment failed in 
May 1974, when Nebraska voters 
turned down a plan to raise law­ 
makers’ pay to $8,400 annually. 
Burrows disclosed his plan 


during an Education Committee 
meeting, despite the fact that it 
had nothing to do with educa­ 
tional matters. Other lawmak­ 
ers gave quick informal en­ 
dorsement to the idea. 
Burrows said statistics used to 


formulate the average family in­ 
come could be obtained from 
the Internal Revenue Service.

Burbach had a common pre- 


session message for all senators 
who dropped by his office

The speaker plans a full day's 


floor activities on opening day. 


moving directly into debate on 
some of the 100 bilk left behind 
by the 1975 session at some stage 
of floor consideration 


S u g g e s t i o n s 
t h a t t h e 


t'nicameral ease into its 1976 
schedule were spurned by Bur- 
bach. 


"We're going to dig right in — 


if I have my way," he said. 


But Burbach said he hopes the 


Legislature will honor requests 
either from bill sponsors or com- 
mittee chairmen to delay con- 
sideration of any controversial 
measures which may pop up for 
immediate action. 


"In some cases, they may 


want to delay a little to refresh 
their memories," he noted. "It's 
easy to lose continuity in con- 


sidering a subject with the delay 
between sessions." 


The 
1975 Legislature 


adjourned last May. 


Burbach said he hopes com- 


mittees will begin early con- 
sideration of the 70 bills from 
the 1975 session which they are 
still holding. 


Public hearings on new bills 


are at least a week away. 


Gov. J. James Exon has in- 


formed senators that he does not 
plan to address the new session 
until his budget recommen- 
dations are completed. 


T w e n t y - f i v e of the 49 


legislative seats are still up for 
grabs in November. 


Thus far, only three senators 


- Irving Wiltse of Falls City, 
Robert Clark of Sidney and 


Leslie Stull of Alliance — have 
filed as candidates for re- 
election. 


Two senators are bowing out 


for sure — John C'avanaugh HI 
of Omaha, a candidate for the 
2nd District Democratic con- 
gressional nomination, and 
William Skarda of Omaha, who 
is leaving the Legislature after 18 
years. 


Past records would indicate 


that probably three of every four 
senators will ultimately decide 
to seek re-election. 


Senators 
will have 10 


legislative days in which to add 
to the session's bill total. After 
that period, bills must come 
through committees or the 
governor. 


Law Considered For 'Multibanks'

State senators will again this 


year battle over the ownership of 
Nebraska banks. 


The National Bank of Com- 


merce of Lincoln is pushing for 
legislation that would allow the 
iormation of multibank holding 
companies. NBC says the bill is 
not a form of branch banking 
because the large banks would 
not be allowed to open up new 
branches across the state. 


However, they would be 


allowed to buy existing banks. 


The bill. Bellwood Sen. Loran 


Schmit s LB399, is now held in 
the Banking Commerce and In- 


surance Committee on a 4-4 
deadlocked vote. 


At a briefing for newsmen 


Tuesday, Glenn Yaussi of NBC 
said chances of getting the bill 
oat ot committee were "very 
good," although he did not say 
which, if any, senators had 
agreed to switch their votes. 


Yaussi said he believed five 


major banks would form multi- 
bank holding companies within a 
year 
if 
the 
law 
were 


enacted—Lincoln's 
NBC and 


First National and Omaha's U. 
S. National, Omaha National and 
First National. 


An amendment proposed by 


supporters of the bill would limit 
any one multibank holding com- 


pany to I27c of the state's 
banking business. 


That would mean that in time, 


the five banks could control 607o 
of the state's banking. 


Yaussi said two or three banks 


o u t s t a t e m i g h t f i n d it 
economical to form smaller mul- 
tibank holding companies. 


NBC officials said that multi- 


bank holding proposal would not 
be much different from its 
current chain operation. The 
owners of NBC now control 10 
other banks in Fremont, Grand 
Island, Hastings, Kearney, Lin- 
coln, North Platte, Omaha and 
West Point though ownership of 
stock in single-bank holding 


companies. 


Yaussi said each of the banks 


would retain its own board of 
directors and officers if the bill 
passed. 


Yaussi said multibank holding 


companies tend to loan out more 
of their money than inde- 
pendent banks. When asked if 
multibank holding companies 
take money away from small 
towns when credit is tight, he 
said, "We can prove it was the 
opposite way around." 


Herman Brockmeier , also of 


NBC, said the multibank hold- 
ing company bill would make 
banking more efficient and the 
reduced costs would be passed 
along to customers. 


Doubtful

flation will hurt those on fixed 
incomes the most," Lynch said. 


Noting that some retired 


teachers are "really tied up fi- 
nancially," Lynch said, "Even if 
the cost is fairly large, I think the 
government could pay for it if it 
wanted to." 


But he said, "It's going to be 


expensive." Committee staff 
members said they did not know 
how much cost of living in- 
creases for the retired teachers 
would cost, but it could amount 
to millions of dollars if an infla- 
tion factor were figured in pen- 
sion plans for all governmental 
employes in the state.

A three-bill package designed 


to pry child support payments 
from fathers who left their 
children in a welfare-dependent 
situation will be introduced by 
the Judiciary Committee. 


The committee voted un- 


animously Tuesday to offer the 
package backed by the state 
Department of Welfare. A prime 
feature of the package is an in- 
centive feature for counties to 
collect child support payments 
when children involved are 
covered by the Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) program. 


The incentive would funnel 


25% of child support payments 
collected to the county board. 
The county attorney's office is 
charged with vigorously enfor- 
cing the collection provisions. 


"These are bills designed to 


help children," Walt Warn- 
sholtz, Department of Welfare 
attorney, told the committee. He 
said they also comply with 
federal mandates 
regarding 


matching ADC funds received in 
Nebraska. 


The panel also decided to 


have its subcommittee on crime 
study bills on crime victim com- 
pensation and restitution to 
decide whether they should be 
blended or kept separate. 


One bill was drafted by 


Scottsbluff Sen. William Nichol 
to have the state provide up to 
$10,000 compensation for in- 
nocent victims injured by 
crimes of violence or the rela- 
tives of someone killed as the 
result of criminal action. 


The other proposal came from 


Bellwood Sen. Loran Schmit 
and Neligh Sen. John DeCamp, 
also members of the Judiciary 
Committee on which Nichol sits. 


It would provide a system of 


restitution for various crimes, in- 
cluding property damage or loss 
offenses. The offender could 
pay restitution while under 
county or court supervision 
rather than serving a jail term. 


Lincoln Sen. Roland Luedtke, 


chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, ordered the bills worked 
on by the subcommittee, which 
is headed by Nichol. 


State Money Could Go 
To Private Programs

Salary Boost 
Plan Offered 
For Senators 


By The Associated Press 
Legislators should receive an- 


nual pay based on the average 
family income in Nebraska, ac- 
cording to State Sen. Bill 
Burrows, who will offer that 
proposal to the Unicameral. 


The lawmaker from Adams 


said Tuesday he is preparing a 
constitutional amendment that 
would require passage by the 
legislature, and approval of 
voters in a general election, to 
raise the current $4,800 salary to 
the average family income. He 
said that was approximately $8,- 
400 in 1970. 


Burrows estimated a current 


average family income at 
between $9,000 and $10,000. 


Burrows said his idea, still in 


the formative stages, was to key 
annual salaries to the average 
family income two years prior to 
the year of payment. Thus, in 
1980 under the Burrows plan, 
senators would be paid the 
average family income for 1978. 


Under that plan, senatorial 


salaries would fluctuate each 
year. 


That would end the necessity 


for passage of a constitutional 
amendment each time lawmak- 
ers sought a salary change, 
Burrows said. 


The last attempt at a salary 


hike for senators via con- 
stitutional amendment failed in 
May 1974, when Nebraska voters 
turned down a plan to raise law- 
makers' pay to $8,400 annually. 


Burrows disclosed his plan 


during an Education Committee 
meeting, despite the fact that it 
had nothing to do with educa- 
tional matters. Other lawmak- 
ers gave quick informal en- 
dorsement to the idea. 


Burrows said statistics used to 


formulate the average family in- 
come could be obtained from 
the Internal Revenue Service.

Unicameral and approved by the 
voters of the state.

Nebraskans passed a 1972 con- 


stitutional amendment in an 
attempt to make the federal 
grant-in-aid money available to 
private school students, but the 
measure was unsuccessful 
because the Nebraska Constitu- 
tion still prohibited state 
matching funds. 


The Education Committee's 


proposed constitutional amend- 
ment provides that the state 
money could be used only for 
nonsectarian purposes. 


The original section of the 


Nebraska Constitution says: 
"Appropriation of public funds 
shall not be made to any school 
or institution of learning not 
owned or exclusively controlled 
by the state or a political sub- 
division thereof." 


That prohibition against aid to 


private schools goes far beyond 
the separation of church and 
state provisions of the federal 
constitution and the con- 
stitutions of most other states. 


The committee's proposed 


amendment would create excep- 
tions to that section.

Crop Duster' s Testimony Impugned

A crop duster who testified 
Monday against a state law to 
regulate farm pesticides was 
ordered last year to pay the 
medical expenses of a farmer 
poisoned near Hallam. 


Lancaster County Court 
records show’ Judge R alph 
Slocum entered a judgment 
against Chuck Mayer of Hallam, 
owner of Mayer Air-O-Spray, for 
careless application of 
parathion, a 
highly toxic 
pesticide. 
Mayer’s actions, according to 
court records, caused Herbert 
Grasz and a cow' he owned to 
Wednesday Evening 


exhibit symptoms of parathion 
poisoning. 
Grasz was rushed to Lincoln 
General Hospital by Lancaster 
Cour.tv sheriff’s deputies where 
doctors tested for and found 
parathion in Grasz’s blood. 
Mayer told the Legislature’s 
Agriculture Committee Monday 
that proposed legislation to 
regulate sale of toxic pesticides 
amounted to a "business curtail­ 
ment bill.” 


He and other representatives 
of the Nebraska Aviation Trades 
Association told the committee 
that no deaths have occurred in 
Nebraska as a result of pesticide 
use. He suggested an education 


program concerning pesticides 
would be more effective than 
regulations. 
"You can’t legislate common 
sense,” Mayer said. 


So far, only four states, in­ 
cluding Nebraska, have not 
passed a law required by the 
federal government to regulate 
sales of farm pesticides. Some 
fear failure to adopt a law may 
result in bans on certain 
chemicals in the state. 
In the court ruling, Mayer was 
ordered to pay Grasz’s medical 
expenses which totaled $74.20. 
Grasz said he was on his own 
property and the wind was from 
a northwest direction at 7 m.p h.

One hour later, a cow and 
Grasz suffered from a headache, 
nausea, trembling and sweating. 
Slocum said Mayer "did not 
use the care that is really 
necessary when spraying this 
highly toxic chemical.”

Slocum 
said experts have said parathion 
may remain toxic for days, and 
can be dangerous through ab­ 
sorption by the skin.

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Crop Duster's Testimony Impugned

A crop duster who testified 


Monday against a state law to 
regulate farm pesticides was 
ordered last year to pay the 
medical expenses of a farmer 
poisoned near Hallam. 


Lancaster County Court 


records show Judge Ralph 
Slocum entered a judgment 
against Chuck Mayer of Hallam, 
owner of Mayer Air-0-Spray, for 
careless a p p l i c a t i o n of 
parathion, a highly toxic 
pesticide. 


Mayer's actions, according to 


court records, caused Herbert 
Grasz and a cow he owned to 


exhibit symptoms of parathion 
poisoning. 


Grasz was rushed to Lincoln 


General Hospital by Lancaster 
County sheriff's deputies where 
doctors tested for and found 
parathion in Grasz's blood. 


Mayer told the Legislature's 


Agriculture Committee Monday 
that proposed legislation to 
regulate sale of toxic pesticides 
amounted to a "business curtail- 
ment bill." 


He and other representatives 


of the Nebraska Aviation Trades 
Association told the committee 
that no deaths have occurred in 
Nebraska as a result of pesticide 
use. He suggested an education 


program concerning pesticides 
would be more effective than 
regulations. 


"You can't legislate common 


sense," Mayer said. 


So far, only four states, in- 


cluding Nebraska, have not 
passed a law required by the 
federal government to regulate 
sales of farm pesticides. Some 
fear failure to adopt a law may 
result in bans on certain 
chemicals in the state. 


In the court ruling, Mayer was 


ordered to pay Grasz's medical 
expenses which totaled $74.20. 


Grasz said he was on his own 


property and the wind was from 
a northwest direction at 7 m.p.h. 


when Mayer sprayed parathion 
80 feet away from him on a milo 
field. 


One hour later, a cow and 


Grasz suffered from a headache, 
nausea, trembling and sweating. 


Slocum said Mayer "did not 


use the care that is really 
necessary when spraying this 
highly toxic chemical." 


Mayer claimed parathion is a 


"soft chemical" which will "go 
dead" within 24 hours. Slocum 
said experts have said paratliion 
may remain toxic for days, and 
can be dangerous through ab- 
sorption by the skin. 


In his suit, Grasz sought only 


reimbursement for his medical 
expenses.
